Another Post-office Decision. 


Uwill be recollected that in April last th» U. 


Sv District Court for Massachusetts, Judge 
Sgrague presiding jn a case brought before ihem 
against an Agent of one of the Eipresg compa- 
niei, the coun decided that the carrying of let- 
ters in & rail road car by private persons or com- 
panies was not a million of the post-office laws, 
the offence not being within the piohibitory 
words ef the statute which was enacted before 
the existence of rail roads in the country.

wrae question -hu lately been brought before 
the United State* District Court for Pennsylva- 
nia on a complaint against George P. Fishen 
one of the AgenU of Spooner'a American Let- 
ter Mail Company, and a contrary decision 
made by them 
The court after an elaborate re- 


view of the various provisions of the statute, 
and of the Massachusetts decision, ruled that a 
rail road car was embraced in the language of 
the statute which prohibited the conveyance of 
letters "by a stage or other vtkielt regularly per- 
forming tripcou a post road or a. road parallel 
to rt," thus overruling the -Mass, decision. A 
verdict of guilty was accordingly rendered 
agtrnst the defendant. Most surely there is a 
most glorioos uncertainty about the law.
